T afford relief for the miſeries of 
thoſe unfortunate perſons, who are cruel- 

ly fecluded from ſociety by impriſonment , 
105 inconſiderable debts, was a powerful 
claim upon the preacher's humanity. It 
had ſtruck his own mind with the deepeſt 
compaſſion, and his arguments therefore | 
failed not to communicate 8 impreſs 
the like tender feeling upon bis re lpective 
auglences. | The colle&ion then made 
amounted 
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amounted to e:ghty-one pounds and one 
filling. A general approbation of the 
idea was declared; and a ſet of Gentle. 
men readily formed themſelves into a 
Committee, to ſearch out proper obje&s, 
and diſtribute donations with the utmoſt 


ceconomy. 
The diſtreſs and extreme wretchedneſs 
to which they were eye-witneſſes, on viſit- 
ing the ſeveral gaols of the metropglig, 
ſtrongly affetted their ſenſibility ; and the 
more ſo, as it was ſoon-found that many 
other objetis ſtill remained undiſcharged, 
without the means of relief. They deter- 
_ mined therefore to give the Public an 
account of their proceedings, in hopes 
that it might operate as an incitement to 
help forward ſo humane a purpoſe ; and 
thus enable them to accompliſh their 
wiſhes on a more extenſive ſcale. 
Accordingly, in April 1772, they ad- 
vertiſed a report, ſpecifying the manner in 
which they had expended the bounty ofa 
few individuals; and “that with ſourſcore 
pounds, 
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pounds, they had happily releafed thirtya 
four priſoners ; moſt of whom had large 
families, and appeared to be worthy and 
uſeful members of ſociety : Some of them 
were confined only for their fees, "and the 
debts of others the committee compound- 
ed upon the beſt terms they could. They 
_ Expreſſed a great regret at the thought of 
leaving behind them various other impri- 
ſoned ſuppliants ; nineteen of whom ap- 
peared to be the greateſt objects of com- 
paſſion, and might all be diſcharged for 
leſs than one hundred pounds ; and of the 
reſt many were evidently ſuch as well de- 
ſerved to ſhare the mercy of the Public, if 
it were poſſible, by future eee, 
to extend that bleſſing to them.“ 
Their views were inſtantly ſeconded by 
a liberal and well-diſpoſed Public. They 
ſoon found themſelves enabled to reach 
out the hand of pity to a very large num- 
ber of miſerable ſufferers in confinement; 
and early in May 1773, —within fi/teen 
months from the commencement of the

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'Labourers, whoſe uſefulneſs, long cut off 
from exerciſe by confinement, was thus 
reſtored to the community. The Charity, 
of courſe, was found to claim a ſerious 
attention, not merely from the avowed 
humanity of its purpoſe, but alſo from the 
advaiitages which it afforded'to ſociety at 
large; and which in a commercial country 
like ours, could not fail of ſtriking con- 
viction upon every judicious mind. 

It likewiſe appeared, on a review of the 
Committee's books, that various confide- 
rable debts, to the amvunt of twelve thou- 
ſand pounds and upwards, had been fo 
compounded and reduced, as to bring the 
objets relieved, in thoſe inſtances, with. 
in the ſcope of their firſt intention—and 
to which they have ever ſince invariably 
adhered ; namely, to include « ſuch Pri- 
ſoners only, whoſe reſpettive debts, or 
the compoſition for whoſe / debts; oe 
not. yy the ſum of Tan Pounds“.

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By this means, a, two-fold; benefits, was 
Jequred,; For, at the zime of compound- 
ing ſuch f larger debts, the. Committee 
conſtantly. paid an equal attention, to the 
peculiar circumſtances. both of the Cre- 
ditor and his helpleſs Debtor. 
A progreſs ſo rapid and animating, na- 
turally gave ardour to the zeal of its con- 
duRors., It was conſidered. indeed, and 
owned, as one of thoſe.great events from 
little, cauſes, which lift the eye to Heaven 
in admiration, and expand the human 


heart. The rich cordial of bene volence 


Was now largely flowing out; as upon a 
once barren ſoil, and the de/art became a 
Fruitful field lot ui Arava 21391 
Thus encouraged td perlevere in the 
good work, the gentlemen originally con- 
cerned determined to omit no means of 
giving it dignity, ſtability and ſucceſs: 
Application was agcordingly made for 
that purpoſe ; On the g th of May, 1773, 
at a General Meeting of BenefaQtors, the 
Socigr was conſtituted: as follows:

Such were the ſingular triumphs of 
philanthropy at a very early period of the 
Inſtitution : The little ſpark was now 
rouſed and animated into a wide and ge- 
nial flame: And it is pleaſing to re-

.. juſtice and propriety ; while it hath alſo 
luperadded many other arguments, of a 
moſt cogent nature, to encourage and 
ſupport the benevolent deſign.

_ gages; for thouſands: which he. cannot pay, 
may have à ready reſgunce, in hankrupt-

were, of, eourle, his gecupation and hüs 
credit,. The da Who for the neceſſaries 
of: life, and to ſupply a dependant fami- 
ly, runs a few pounds, or only'a;few- Mail- 
:ings ip debt, is cruelly arreſted, torn from 
his home and lis buſſneſs, and plunged in

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a priſon, has neither the ability, nor a ray 
of hope afforded him to defray his Credi- 
tor's demands! Look upon the books of 
our Society, and you will learn, that Ma- 
nuffacturers, Mechanics, Labourers, Seamen, 
and other uſeful members of the meaner, 
but eſſential branches of Trade and 
Commerce, whether in Town or Coun- 
ty Gaols; whether natives, or foreigners 
in diſtreſs, have a ſufficient claim to re- 
gard. The Committee always prefer the 
caſes of thoſe uſeful Artificers and Manu- 
facturers who are burdened with the lar- 
- geſt families; men, who derive their fuf- 
_ - tenance from daily labour, but who, being 

cut off from that labour by impriſon- 
ment, muſt occaſion a conſiderable loſs 
to the Commonwealth, as they bring a 
heavy incumbrance upon others by the 
charitable maintenance which the families 
of ſuch: Priſoners muſt derive either from 

- parochial or individual ſupply. þ

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reſis. He is liable to chem in his own 
apartment; for, though our Laws pro- 
hibit a forcible opening of doors, the 
Bailiffs find means to evade that prohi- 
bition by indirect and unjuſt ſtratagems, 
by che bribery of ſervants, and even by 
force ;{ of which inſtances oſten occur in 
this town. 

Impriſonment for debe is is in the bigheſ 
degree impolilic : ſince many of the moſt 
uſeful and neceſſary Members of the 
State are thus ſecluded from performing 
their part in the community; and being 
deprived at once of their time and ſtrength, 
become equally uſeleſs and burthenſome. 
Nor is impriſonment for debt Teſs im- 
politic, as it tends to increaſe thoſe Patiſh 
rates, which already are ſo gribvous a 
weight.,upon;.the dommunity, that every | 
man juſtly complains of them. But if the 
poor; Manufacturer or Labourer, whoſe 
induſtrious hands providehis wife and nu” 
merous ee with. neceffary: bread, 

J be 
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be ſhut up in priſon, and withheld from 
labour, his wife and children muſt una- 
voidably become a heavy parochial in- 
cumbrance. | 

Among the many inſtances of this kind 
known to the Society, one man eſpecial. 
ly, whom they had ſet at liberty, had a wife 
and ten children unprovided for, who be- 
fore his impriſonment were ſupported by 
his trade. His numerous family had been 
maintained during his confinement entirely 
by the Pariſh. What a burden to ſociety at 
large! and how extenſive, in this view, is 
the utility of the inſtitution here recom- 
mended! 

But the iH policy of „ for 
ſmall debts deſerves particular attention 
in another reſpeft, namely, as being a 
pregnant ſource of thoſe frequent and nu- 
merous emigrations, ſo prejudicial to our 
country. It has been juſtly obſerved, 
That no nation produces ſo many fu- 
Nauen for debt as tlie Engliſh ; owing to 

the 
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the defects in our laws relative to arreſts, 
and the encouragement thereby given to 
mercileſs creditors.” Thoſe fugitives 
eſtabliſh manufaQtures abroad, in Aſia, 
Africa, or America; thouſands go thither 
every year, and thus contribute to depo- 
pulate this iſland. The apprehenſions of 
a ſudden and long privation of liberty on 
account of debt, without any previous 
ſummons, occaſion more emigrations than 
is generally imagined; nor could they 
poſſibly happen, if a reaſonable notice to 
debtors, by previous citation, were the 
mode aſcertained or allowed by Law. 

Now, if the practice of impriſonment 
for {mall debts appears fo evidently un- 
Juſt and impolitic, it muſt of courſe be pre- 
-judicial to Society ; and as ſuch, it muſt 
alſo be inhuman. We condelcend not to 
add the epithet of unchriſtian; for, God 
knows, the practice in queſtion breathes 
nothing in the leaſt degree analogous to 

that mild and gentle law of love. 

-A poor fellow-creature, perhaps for 
the 
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the immediate ſupport of life,'amidft ſick 
neſs, unavoidable loſſes, and diſappoint- 
ments, or perhaps through indiſeretion, 
runs a few pounds in debt; but with 
whom bis fellowecreature. He bath n6 
other poſſible means to pay, than ſuch- as 
ariſe from his perſonal induſtry and ma- 
nual labour. The Creditor will have no 
mercy : the wretched victim is ſeiæed and 
thrown into priſon : totally prevented 
from relieving himſelf, or doing juſtice 
to others; and is thus left to languiſh in 
confinement, till death, or fome fortunate 
accident, (ſhall ' bring him deliverance?! 

What end can be anſwered by this? what 
good can it produce Every feeling ot 
humanity reverts from the proceeding; 
and it will ſcarce be credited in this age 
and kingdom of philanthropy; that ſach 
eruelties have been exerciſed, from man 
to man, even for the mean, the paltry ſum 
of eighteen-pence; or that for five il. 
lings, a ſubject of Great Britain's happy 
conſtitution might languiſn three calen- 


dar

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dar months amidſt the felons of err 
Our Books atteſt the fact. 

We may go farther ſtill, and, to the 
injuſtice, ill- policy, and inhumanity of the 
proceeding, add it's immorality. Nothing 
is ſo likely to contaminate the morals as a 
Gaol ; into which, with whatever princi- 
ples the unhappy debtor enters, he 1s 
compelled to aſſociate with the vileſt and 


This Grievance however is now redreſſed by 
Mr. Taylor's Court of Confcience Act. That it 
was not always ſo, the following is an inſtance, 
A perſon committed to the Gatehouſe for 15. 6d. 
was a poor, lame, induſtrious creature, who had 
not to pay; this miſerable debtor was charged in 
execution, and the expences of the proſecution 
increaſed the demand againſt him to one pound five 
ſhillings and ſix-pence! If the man could not pay 
one and fix-pence, when at liberty, how was he to 
diſcharge this accumulated debt under confine- 
ment The poor are til} frequently committed 
to Newgate by the Court of Conſcience for tri- 
fling ſums, nay, ſometimes even ſo low as from nine 
and thirty ſhillings to one. The proceſs, in many 
caſes, greatly enhances the original demand ; but 
fees are now happily aboliſhed, |

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moſt profligate; whereby:good principles, 
by degrees, become relaxed, and he too 
foon adopts and copies the deportment 
of thoſe with whom he is converſant. Tt 

is an old, but an indiſputable truth, that 
cuil communications corrupt good manners: 
and what the communications of a com- 
mon priſon are, who can doubt? So that 
by the inhuman practice of impriſonment; 
a man, not guilty, but unfortunate, incurs 
the hazard of that greateſt and moſt de- 
ſtruktive of all lofſes,—the loſs of his in- 
455. , . 
Another evil conſequence of ipriſon- 
ment for debt, deferves to be particularly 
attended to; viz, the infamy, which is 
too commonly imputed to it. To have 
been in a Goal, however unjuſtly, is with 
many narrow-minded perſons, a ſufficient 
ground of reproach ;—and indeed, 'ac- 
cording to the cruel opinion of the world 
in general, criminality. is often conſidered 
as at no great diſtance from misfortune. 
8 is a circumſtance * lament- 
able 
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able in the caſe of thoſe rſons who ate 


the objects of our preſent conſide ration; 
becauſe reputation with them, is not only 


the main ſupport of their credit, but the 
vety ſouree of their employment and 


daily bread. Take this\ away, or materi- 


ally depreciate it, and they vill find it 
extremely difficult, with all their induſtry 
and deſire of doing well, to meet, with 
perſons willing to engage them.—“ The 
man is juſt come out of ptiſon, or, he 
has lain there ſor ſome time, are obſer- 
vations ſufhcient to blaſt all his; honeſt 
deſigns.

But why then, it may well be aſked, is a

Lord Bacon writes, that * no man 40010 
be arreſted for debt in England, accord- 
ing to our conſtitution.” It is a remark of 
Sir William Temple s, That detention 
for debt is greatly injurious to a nation; 
he therefore wiſhes that no ſuch law or 
cuſtom exiſted in this land of liberty: 
and Lord Chancellor Talbot often de- 
clared, « That according to the principles 
of real humanity and good policy, the 
debtor ſufficiently pays a debt of any fum 
by an impriſonment of three months f.“

rience. Our books are continually open 
for the inſpeQtion, of the public, as our 
meetings are to all gentlemen who wiſh 
to concur ith as in the humane deſign of 
relieving the diſtreſſed, or of promoting a 


reformation with reſpe& to thoſe laws or 


cuſtoms which relate to the ironie 
practice of impriſonment for debt. 


Surely ſuch a reformation is not leſs 
practicable in our own, than in any other | 
country! Impriſonment, we have every 
reaſon to preſume, may be ſo regulated, 


lity to property ; and without all queſtion 
the wiſdom - of Legiſlation, can as eaſily 
provide for the mutual advantage of ere- 
ditor and debtor, in ſmaller, as in greater 
concerns. As matters at preſent are cir- 
cumſtanced, the creditor is little, if at all, 
more benefited by arreſts and impriſon- 


ment than the debtor himſelf. Such at 


leaſt is the caſe, if we may be allowed to 
judge by a long ſeries of experience;

Far the greater part of thoſe who have 
been relieved by the public bounty through 
our means, have obtained their liberty 
either by a compoſition to their creditors, 
or by ſuperſedeas, or by the payment of 
their fees ; fo that in various inſtances, 
weir creditors have ſuffered the entire 
loſs of the debt. We cannot help ſpe- 
cifying a particular caſe, in confirmation 
of the above aſſertion, A young man 
about twenty-five years of age, who had 
a wife and five young children, had an 
employment in one of the public offices ; 
he was arreſted for ſeveral different ſums, 
to the amount of a hundred pounds or 
more ; and, as he_had nothing to pay, he 
remained fifteen months in priſon, totally 
deptived of employment, and then—all 
his aflions were ſuperſeded by the Society

111 is to be feared that criminal reaſpns 
may  fametimes influence the minds. of 
creditors, in the impriſonment of their 
debtors. Reſentment, and a | thirſt ofr re- 
venge, may incite ſome to have recourſe 
to this ; dreadfpl mode. of puniſhment ; but 
paſſions of this. ſort ſhould at all times be 
diſcountenanced; and the power. of grati- 
fying thein never be put into the hands of 
individuals by the laws, becauſe the ohly 
juſt and allowed end of impriſonment 
for debt Is FP abſo ate gene 
Whilſt we are ng ler of the creditor's 


property, we ought to be equall y, tender 
of the debtor' 8 liberty ; ; and, to remember,

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as a counterbalance to the ſeverity of 
Juſtice on one hand, that _ ſhould 
bold the Teale on the ober. 
If then the common practice of the law 
of arreſts thus militates againſt the credi- 
tor's advantage, and if the debtor is even 
more cruelly puniſhed by it, than the 
moſt notorious malefafor,—it ſurely is 
high time to provide ſome method, better 
adapted to the accommodation of both, as 
well as to the intereſts of Society in gene- 
ral. As the lavs of arreſts and impriſon- 
ment for debt now ſtand, they certainly 
are a diſgrace to our conſtitution; for by 
ſuch means, attions not only the moſt un- 
juſt and injurious, but the moſt cruel and 
inhuman may be, and are daily praQiſed. 
Under the fanQtion of thoſe laws, the in- 
nocent man, who owes not à farthing, 
may be barbarouſly torn from his family, 
before any proof of guilt or wrong is, or 
can be given: He may even languiſh 
many months in confinement till the writ 
againſt him is returnable, without a poſ- 
ſibility

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fiblity of redreſs, unleſs he be able to pro- 
cure friends to become bail for him, and 
at length, the plaintiff, who hath done him 
wrong, may either be beyond the reach, 
or unworthy the graſp of juſt retribution, 
while his innocent victim may have en- 
dured the greateſt diſtreſs, attended with 
the moſt ruinous conſequences! Several 
inſtances occur, and can be cited, of per- 
ſons capable of making falſe affidavits of 
debt, who having procured a writ, ar- 
reſt and impriſon the pretended debtor, 
and then decamp, or become inſolvent. 
The priſoner muſt remain in confinement 
for may. months, or two or three terms, 
before. bis releaſe; and then, can have no 
damages for the perjury or falſe impriſon- 
ment, unleſs after a proceſs at law, which 
he hath not money to engage in. No writ 
ſhould be iſſued upon an affidavit only, nor 
ever without the ſecurity of two ſubſtantial 
Houſekeepers for the appearance of the 
Plaintiff at the trial, and his abiding by the 
deciſion of the Court.

Many nations hank ſuch 3 and 
prudent laws, particularly France, /Flan- 
ders, Switzerland; Holland, &c. where 
no perſon can be arreſted for Debt with= 
out three previous ſummonſes; and even 
not then in his own houſe, apartment, or, 
ſhop, though the doors be open; nor ever 
on a Sunday, —in order that the free ex- 
ereiſe of moral and religious duties may 
not be obſtruted by circumſtances o a 
private, civil nature“. 


* Neither, in England can any perſon be ar. 
reſted on a Sunday, unleſs by his Bail, in the caſe 
of an endeavour to make his elcape t 0 their pre 
Judice,

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In a word, the prefent laws concern. 
ing arreſts are enormouſly abfurd, and 
injurious to the State, the Debtor, and 
the Creditor; enriching only Pettiſoggors, 
Bailiffs, and Jailors, who generally are 


the meaneſt, and moſt deteſtable of men. 


A new code therefore ſeems to be ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary, and may certainly be 
made confonant to Reaſon, to Equity, 
and the humane Policy of free n 
Conttiteons 1G 223166; 


Aecording to the Laws of: Scotland | 


1 \Pevf6h cah be arreſted for Debt with- 
out previous warning. The debtor muſt 
have fifteen days notice, by a ſummonto 
ſome certain court, and there have a fair 
hearing: If the debt be juſt, a caption is 
Sranted: but if, while under arreſt, he 
pays or compromiſes the fum, he is im- 


mediately releaſed ; and cannot be de. 
tained a moment for the coſts, which are 
always folely paid by the creditor, to pre- 
vent malevolent and illegal proceſſes. If 


the debtor is impriſoned, he may inform 
| his 
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his creditors, by a Public Notary,” of his 
intention to take the benefit of the Queen's 
Act for Inlolvent Debtors ;' and then, 
after an impriſonment of eight days, he 
goes before a magiſtrate, and makes a 
ceſſion of all his effebis, upon oath; which 
inſtantly releaſes him, —unleſs a revenge 
ful creditor will aliment him, (as they 
term it,) which muſt be done that very 
hour; and the magiſtrate is of courſe em- 
powered to compel the creditor's allow- 
ance of ali ment, —aetording to the birth, 
ſtation, or family of the priſoner during 
bis impriſonment, —at | fix, twelve, or 
eighteen-pence every day. Sueh, ve are 
aſſured, are the Regulations of à Siſter 
Country ; whereas in England, the debtor 
is allowed only a groat a day, for which 
he muſt wait five, and ſometimes fix whole. 
terms, which extend to more than a Years 
and debtors committed in execution, by 
the Court of Conſcience, can have NO 
allowance whatever. ' This circumſtance 
* lately been repreſented in ſo ſtrong a

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light to ſome. of dur humane and able Pa- 
trons, that we earneſtly hope may ſuggeſt 
the means of Relief from miſeries of ſo 
cruel a kind, as even the . of 180 
fraria muſt execrate. 
I will fearcely be believed, that in this 
kingdom, ſo juſtly applauded for its laws 
and liberty, ſuch powers could poſſibly 
be lodged in the hands of individuals, as 
give them a pretext of right, in caſes of 
arreſt, over every thing but the lives of 
theix fellow creatures. Let us bowever 
hope chat ſuch laus and ſuch powers may 
not long exiſt; and happy will this Society 
inſtrumental to the abolition, of a practice 
ſo gruil, impolitic and unjuſt: the vileſt 
opprobriam of, our Laus, our boaſted 
Liberty, and our Chriſtian Name!

If any one can commit an action to de- 
ſerve perpetual impriſonment, it is the | 
colluſi ve debtor. Yet, ſtrange as it may | 
appear, that very knavery and duplicity, | 
vhich ought to incur the ſevereſt cenſure ä 
of our laws, enables him to evade its ef- | 
Teſts; ſo that he, who deſerves their pu- | 
niſhment in the greateſt extent, in reali- 
ty, the leaſt ſuſtains it. To a man of this 6 
diſpoſition Impriſonment becomes the 1 
ultimate of his intentions. His machina- 
tions and plots to accompliſh. this feeming |

The idea, that im- 
priſonment can be a puniſhment ta a man 
under theſe circumſtances, muſt inftantly 
vaniſn: he prepares for his cataſtrophe 
with the vizard of diſtreſs, and by that 
craft fets every danger at-defianee ;''/his 
property is conveyed by previous aſſign- 
ments, apparent gifts, ſpurious loans, and 
with the ſemblance of poverty, he poſs 
ſeſſes a genial fortune, fabricated on the 
ruin of the credulous, honeſt, and unſuf.. 
peQing dealer. Such is the colluſive del. 
tor ; whoſe puniſhment may be ſaid to 
produce an effect retrograde to its very in- 
tent, by even benefiting thoſe whom it was 
intended to chaſtiſe and correct. To the 
colluſive Debtor therefore Impriſonment 
can be no puniſhment, — for he feels! it not 
as ſuch. 
The Debtor from misfortune, | is a chi 
rater of a different tint ; the very out- 
lines of whoſe miſery it is difficult to 


imagine 


ſuit of honeſt and fair profit, and ſolici- 


not have been ſo regular and certain as 
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| imagine; but whoſe real ſufferings it is 


impoſſible to deſcribe ! Eager in the pur- 


tous for the good opinion of the world, 
he labours through life with the greateſt 
induſtry ; his wife, his children, and his 
reputation flounſh around him, and baſk 
in the ſunſhine of his proſperity : When, 
amidſt this apparent ſecurity, perhaps the 
villainy- or prejudice of his neighbours 
may blaſt his reputation ; a loſs may be 
ſuſtained by fire; his credit may have 
been given too largely; his engagements 
may bave been'too extenſive, or his loſſes 
ſadden and conſiderable. From all, of 
any of - theſe motives, his payments may 


whual; the conſequence may be an arreſt; 
and the unhappy man (who often ſuffers 
more from the ignominy and ſubverſion 
of his fortune, than his creditor can do 
from the loſs of his money) is in a moment 
dragged from a weeping wife and family, 
from. his friends, and from his dwelling ; 

unable 
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unable to ſatisfy his creditors ; his pro- 
perty confiſcated ; his wiſe; and children, 
from affluenfe and comfort, turned out 
upon the workd in a flate of n Favs 
miſery. 

It is in vain for a mats fa afcincicin „ 
ces like theſe to repreſent the honeſty of 
his intentions. His ability to pay twenty 
ſhillings in the pound is fled, and with it 
every ſocial virtue; Such, at leaſt, is the 
too general opinion of the ſucceſsful part 
of mankind. Misfortune creates the me- 
tamorphoſis, and the tranſition is inſtanta- 
ne>us. He, who before had honour and 
punQuality, whoſe reputation was un- 
blemiſhed, whoſe induſtry was commend- 
ed, and whoſe religion and morals were 
quoted as examples to his neighbours, in 
2 moment becomes diveſted of all. His 
honor endures the appellation of pride: 
his reputation is thought duplicity ; his 
indaſtry is interpreted cunning ; and his 
religion miſconſtrued hypocriſy : Him- 
{if and * are ruined, his credit is 

D loſt 
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loſt;his virtue ecntamind ted; every com- 
fort of life denied; and, to complete the 
cataſtrophe, the unhappy man, animated 
with principles of  reftitude and equity, 
but retarded by inability in the diſplay of 
them, is dragged, be/ore a trial, to ſeel the 

rigors of impriſonment. 
Recovery of the Debt, the 9 
object of the plaintiff's purſuit, is very of- 
ten defeated, in ſpite of his attempt to 
accompliſh. it, by Conſinement. Various 
are the reaſons which may be produced 
in proof of the aſſertion, but the follow. 
ing perbaps are the moſt obvious to con- 
ſideration. When one perſon arreſts 
another, he is ſuppoſed to do it with an 
intent of obtaining his debt; the money 
therefore of courſe is expected, or at 
leaſt a temporary and additional ſecurity, 
by bail: On the failure of theſe, impri- 
ſonment generally follows; and if the 
fixſt offers of a compromiſe are refuſed, 
the debtor has never an opportunity gi- 
ven him to repeat them; z becauſe, from 
conhnement,

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confinement, a decreaſe of property be- 
comes inevitable. The expences ariſing 
to a debtor on his way to, and when un- 
der confinement, are very great: The 
incopſiderate plaintiff ſeldom gives him« 
ſelf time to reflect, that it is the property 
of himſelf, and others, which by. theſe 
means, is hourly diminiſhing ; but, alrea- 
dy, precipitated in the ſtream, he plunges 
on, no leſs. to the 'deſtrutiton of the 
debtor, than to the certain loſs of his 
own legal claims; ſeldom cooling to 
judge of the conſequences, until his at- 
tention is awakened by a long bill from 
his attorney for the payment of incidental 
charges. In the mean time the defend- 
ant, finding the plaintiff inexorable, ſpee- 
dily converts every part of kis acquired 
ſubſtance” into money, to ſupport him 
while in confinement ; and thereby con- 
fumes that property, which, if timely ae 
cepted, might have aTorded a decent 
dividend, and have effected his Releaſe 
ooh Gaol. Thus both deceive them. 
"0p - ſelves 
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ſelves in their different purſuits ; and 
hence it is obvious, that a priſon, ſo far 
from leading to Recovery of the Debt, 
becomes the whirlpool, as it were, of the 
debtor's remaining property, which, the 
lighter it grows, 1s preſently ingulphed, 
and loſt for ever in the vortex of a 
tion.

It is true, if 4 are not ſufficient 
effeQs to diſcharge the demand of the 
plaintiff,” the body becomes anſwerable 
= the deficiency. But, as that body 
is ſuppoſed to be there in actual inſol. 
vency, and | the proceſs againſt a mere 
corpus mortuum, it can only ſerve to gra- 
tify the wantonneſs, or ſatiate the ma- 
lice of the plaintiff. 

And yet ſo truly ſavage a diſpoſition 
is but too obvious in this, as in many other 
p inſtances 
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inſtances relating to debt; but in none 
more flagrantly ſo, than in the arreſting 
of a body dead in Law, from be 
inſolvency. 

The Recovery of Debt is frequtaly 
defeated by the Creditor's not perfectly 
underſtanding the ' conſequences of an 
arreſt, He generally imagines that the 
expences finiſh with the writ, and his at- 


torney, for the moſt part, is unwilling ta 
intimidate him with an account of De 


clarations, Notices, Iſſues, Fudgment, and 
Execution, &c. which muſt all have a re- 
gular proceeding ; 

And, like a wounded Snake, drag their flow length along. 
On the leaſt laſpe or default, the debtor 
becomes diſchargeable by Superſedeus, and 
the colts fall on the plaintiff, which are 
always conliderable, and ſometimes even 
double or treble the original debt. Num- 
bers have been thus diſcharged 'out of 
impriſonment every week from the Mar- 
thalſea, and from other priſons every term;

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further expence, in the plaintiff, often de- 
termines him to loſe the debt, rather 
than add to it by proceeding to an 
execution. 
The recovery of debt may allo, at any 
time, be rendered void (mould the deb- 
tor be of a diſhoneſt principle, and poſ- 
ſeſſed of a moderate portion of money) 
by bailing out the action before he is in 
execution. This is frequently done, and 
in conſequence thereof the debtor's per- 
fon. becomes immediately at liberty; and 
may find a ſecure aſylum beyond the ſeas, 
tl} it is convenient and ſafe to return. I 
is true, the plaintiff, in this inſtance, has 
recourſe to the bail ; but it is ſeldom at- 
- tended with ſucceſs, as every term in 
Weſtminſter-hall evinces ; for the perſons 
who engage in theſe precarious ſecurities, 
ſenfible of their riſque, and therefore fo 
well acquainted with the arts of ſubter- 
Tuge and chicanery, as often to elude the 
molt. expert Pratlitioner. 
1 rom N inſtances beforementioned, 
the 
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the recovery of the debt muſt appear very 
precarious, and though it be the primary 
ſtimulus, of che plaintiff's purſuit, is 
rarely, if ever, accompliſhed. Impriſon- 
ment for debt, therefore, on its. preſent 
foundation, is irrational and inconfiſtent ; 
the very intent, or effect of it being per- 
fealy deſtroyed in the attempt: It is 
wontoning with the diſtreſſes of men, to 
no other gratification than that of revenge; 
it is proceeding againſt the unfortunate 
with a ſeverity, which the barbarity of 
ſavages would ſhrink at, and with a cru- 
elty which humanity and civil policy muſt 
bluſh to acknowledge : It is worſe than 
Domitian catching flies. ' © 
We might further obſerve, that, the 
remiſſon of puniſhment is greatly in the 
creditor's power; who thus becomes a 
monſtrous ſpecies' of defpot, and whoſe 
arbitrary will can only be reftrained by 
the unanimous concurrence of the whole 
kingdom. 
There is, perhaps, v. no nation in the uni- 
verſe 
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verſe (at leaſt we hope ſo, for the honour 
of its legiſlators) that permits ſuch an au- 
chority to be exerciſed by one ſubjeR 
over the liberty and property of another. 
It may indeed, be objected, that bail will 
| prevent an immediate exertion of the 
power alluded to; but, ſtrange as the 


fact may appear, it is a fact, that many 


perſons, in apparently flouriſhing circum- 
ſtances, cannot procure bail; and then, 
upon the mere oath of a plaintiff, the 
debtor; is committed cloſe priſoner to a 
3ail.; : Should:this happen at the end of 
Trinity term; which immediately precedes 
what lawyers call *The long vacation, 
he may then remain in confinement ſix as 
eight months, without a poſſihility of en- 
largement, or of determining in any 
manner the pretentions of the plaintiff;

But if the en et en de 
aboliſhed, nor impriſonment for debt re- 
moved, they may both of them, at leaſt, 
with great propriety, be laid under ſuch 
regulations, ſo reconcileable to prudence, 
and adequate to juſtice, as that, white the 
confinement of the debtor is made eafy 
and conſiſtent, - the claim of the Tones 
may be rendered more ſecure. 

If all charges and expences whatfoever 
attending an unjuſt arreſt, were to fall on 
the plaintiff, —who ſhould: be compelled

or the debt, and often without any ac- 
count rendered of the claim; . becauſe 
the plaintiff, in the preſent inſtance, is 
ſure not to ſuffer ſor his wantonneſs, (un- 
leſs the ſuit be carried to an iſſue, or trial, 
which may not often be the caſe) and the 
coſts conſequently fall upon the debtor. 
On the contrary, were the plaintiff liable 
to the incurred expence, it would, in a 
great meaſure, if not totally, put a period 
to ſuch abuſes p'as he would hardly ever 
proceed to an arreſt, without a clear pro- 
r of recovering the debt.

In Holland, and in France, the 
debtor is no longer held in cuſtody than 
till he can make a ſurrender ofhis effects, 
which is conſidered as an exoneration, 
and the body of courſe is free. Scotland, 
in the year 1734, to the honour of it's 
adminiſtration, rejeſted the impriſon- 
ment of the body as a ſpurious produe- 
tion, unknown to the mother law: Nor, 
indeed, is any thing more inconſiſtent 
with the rights of mankind; ſo that ff a 
cuſtom of this ſort, were even authorized 
by any laws, it ought to be ſtruck out of 
the general code, as a remnant of bar- 
bariſm, already exploded by all the wiſeſt 
commercial ſtates in the world.

According to common practice, the

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ed by: FRUTH ; or elſe the former will 
be abhorred, and the latter contemned, 
fo long as the ſubjetts of their oppreſſion 
have underſtanding to I be- 
tween right and wrong. 
(1 Another injury arifing from long . 
priſonment, is, that the debtor's friends, 
tired with repeated applications, deſert 
him; his once reputable conneQions, 
from tedious captivity, are loſt; and a 
mind unſupported by philoſophy and re- 
ligion is often vitiated by other connec- 
tions near at hand; inſomuch, that when 
the priſon doors are thrown open for his 
enlargement, he finds bimfelf in a man- 
ner alone and deferted. Should his dif- 
| poſition lead him to labour, to whom ſhall 
he apply. for employment ? Friendleſs, 
forlorn, and unrecommended, the thri- 
ving world. diſclaim him; his neceſſities 
urge, and famine aſſails him. To relieve 
the calls of nature, he has at laſt recourſe 
to illicit practices; and thus, perhaps 
with keen reluQance, and anticipated re- 


- morſe, 
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morſe, he becomes * 4 companion of 
thieves,” and midnight depredators. 
Hence is augmented the Recorder's lift ; 
and the Scaffolds of Execution groan 
with the accumulated weight of theſe 
wretched malefaQtors,—doubly wretched 
from their ſorrows, and their crimes! 

Hence our aſſizes are replete with fe. 
lons; and our counties with the*Gibbets 
of Ignominy ! 

In an early part of this little treatiſe, 
it was obſerved , that the preſent mode 
of perſonal actachment for ſmall Debts, 
is not only oppreſſive on the lower claſſes 
of the people, but injurious to the commu- 
nity ; andthe reaſon is, becauſe the prae- 
tice operates moſt rigorouſly againſt thoſe 
who are the nerves, the finews, and 
ftrength of that community; whilſt others, 
who are eventually cloathed and fed by 
them, and move in a ſuperior claſs of So- 
ciety, may find a ready and ample relief, 
under infolvent circumſtances, from the

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mild laws of bankruptcy. This ſuperior 
claſs, it is granted, are uſeful in their rank 
of Society ; but how. often are they, found 
as mere drones; in the hive of commerce 
and induſtry ! while the labouring bee, 
who painfully frabricates the honey, is leſt 
the moſt expoſed to delſtruttion, by an 
abuſe of choſe laws that ſhould 1 
him in every emergency. 

The preſent King of Sweden, in the 
month of October, 1773, iſſued a pro- 
clamatian, that For the future no perſon 
« ſhould be detained in cuſtody, who 
gave up his Al! to ſatisfy his ju/t debts; 
* and ſchedules of his aſſets, ſtock in 
4 trade, rent· rolls of eſtate, and ſecuri- 
: « ties for money, were to be, lodged with 

« the committee of the corporation in 
« each borough ; z whoſe ſyndic or town- 
„ clerk, is bound to; examine, debtors 
«on oath, in preſence. of a notary, who 
« muſt atteſt their diſcoyeries, taken; in 
« writing, and ſigned by themſelves;

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„charged. Thoſe who' ſhall refuſe to

of the Swediſh Monarch, and affords a 
plain indication, that his ſubjects are pro- 
ceeding to the total extirpation of a bar- 
barous cuſtom. Let not our kingdom 
then be the laſt to extirpate a procedure 
ſo deſtructive and oppreflive to the ſub- 
jea; ſo contrary to the rights of nature, 
and ſo oppoſite to the law and conltitution 
of England, whoſe founders, the ENG-< 
LISH SAXONS, knew not the prac- 
tice: In truth, it is an exotic, a Norman 
curſe, which none can juſtify or approve, 
upon any principle of humanity or com- 
mon ſenſe, |

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arreſts, reſolve to live i in priſon, and there 


either to ſpend thoſe effects which might 


bave been divided among mild creditors, 
or elſe to portion out their fortunes 
amongſt their families, in defiance of 
their creditors and, the lau. And ſtrange 
as ſuch ſteps may ſeem, the debtor is in- 
duced to take them merely from his rea-
